Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Gustafson does indeed show: wherein the spring 
element (7) is a ring which is concentric with respect to the screw axis (vertical line through 2) and which has a workpiece contact (7) 
which is annular throughout (Fig. 2); and wherein the ring forming the spring element (7) has a plurality of openings (5) distributed 
uniformly over its periphery. Applicant argues against the slots 5 of Gustafson, but claims later that the instant invention contains a 
"plurality of openings" The slots 5 of Gustafson can and are indeed considered a "plurality of openings".
